Dec. f-5 On Marketing Quotas 
Cotton producers will vote 
toy mail Dec. 1-5 on market­ 
ing quotas for the 1970 up­ 
land cotton crop, J. E. Nix, 
Chairman of the Jones Coun­ 
ty Agricultural Stabilisation 
and Conservation Committee 
reported today. 
A 1970 upland cotton na­ 
tional 
marketing 
quota of 
16,008,333 bales has been an­ 
nounced by the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture 
along 
with a national allotment of 
17 million acres for tho 1970 
crop. This is tho fir-T time 
since 1962 that the national 
allotment 
has exceeded 
16 
million acres. 
Jones County has a total 
of 110,190 acres available for 
allotment to producers of up­ 
land cotton, representing its 
share of the national allot­ 
ment plus the national acre­ 
age reserve of 150,000 acres 
for 
the 
establishment 
of 
minimum farm allotments as 
required by law. 
Individual farm allotments 
are set by the County ASC 
Committee' 
in 
accordance 
with law and USDA regu­ 
lations and arc ba^od on the 
cotton 
acreage hi-*t<rry of 
each farm. Notice1 of farm al­ 
lotments will be mailed prior 
to the referendum, to oper­ 
ators of upland ce Hon f irms. 
If at least two-thirds of 
the growers 
’.ating in tlw 
national referendum approve 
quotas for the 1970 cotton 
crop, producers who planted 
within their all tment would 
have available 
a 
Federal 
Program offering 
price-sup- 
port 
loans 
and 
payments. 
Marketing 
quo* i 
penalties 
would apply 
lo any excess 
cotton produced on a farm. 
Cooperators

ment which is 65 percent 
the total farm allotment. 
However, growers choosing 
not to participate in the pro­ 
gram would have a chance to 
produce cotton for 
export 
e>n!y, without marketing pen­ 
alties or price support. Re­ 
quests 
for 
export 
acreage 
must be made at the County 
ASCS Office before the end 
of 1969. 
lf more than one-third of 
the voters oppose quotas for 
the 1970 crop, the regular 
allotment program would re­ 
main in effect. Price support 
loans would he available at 
50 percent of parity for grow­ 
e r , who did not exceed th<ir 
acreage allotments, as pro­ 
vided by law. However, no 
price-support payments would 
he made. No penalties would 
be imposed for excess cotton. 
Ballots will be mailed to 
eligible producers and should 
be 
returned to the Jones 
County ASCS Office during 
December 1-5. Mailed ballots 
must be postmarked no la­ 
ter than Dec. 5. Ballots re­ 
turned in person 
must be 
brought in before the office 
closes on Dec. 5. 
Generally, 
eligible voters 
are 
those 
producers 
who 
shared 
in the 1969 cotton 
crop or its proceeds. Questions 
about voter eligibility should 
go to the County ASCS Of­ 
fice. Since Texas is a com­ 
munity property State, ^pou-- 
es of eligible voters are also 
eligible voters. 
The ASC County Committee 
Chairman, J. E. Nix, com­ 
mented that cotton growers 
have 
approved 
marketing 
quotas for each year's crop 
beginning with the referen­ 
dum for the 1954 crop. “Last 
year, Mr. Nix said. voting on 
quotas for the 1969 crop, 95.8 
percent of the voters in the 
cotton States approved the 
quotas. 
More than 228,(XX) 
voted. 
He urged all cotton 
producers to vote.

J. T. Appleton, M. D., of 
Abilene, guest speaker at the 
Friday afternoon meeting of 
Woman’s Literary Club, told 
the group of the serious dan­ 
gers of drug experimentation 
among youth.

As a 
medical doctor, I see the bad

prejudiced about 
their use.”

emphasized, ‘‘we do not need 
anotehr addicting 
drug. 
If 
legalized, it would be over 
age 21, it would be regulated, 
it would cost money. There­ 
fore, most of the kids who use 
it now' 
would have 
to go 
across the counter anyway.” 
He said a drug user is far 
more dangerous than an al­ 
coholic driving an automo­ 
bile. When an alcoholic has 
too much they pass out but 
the drug user, w'hen having 
too much, begins to halluci­ 
nate. They experience time 
distortion, 
their depth per­ 
ception is off and their re­ 
reflexes are shot. When they 
have had too much they are 
still functioning, so "most of 
the ones I see have been in 
wrecks, 
those who halluci­ 
nate — they don’t pass out.” 
‘‘Texas brand of marijuana 
is real poor stuff. This is why 
the proponents in California 
and in some of the national 
magazines 
say 
we 
should 
legalize it because they are 
only aware of this poor type. 
The kids don’t really get a buzz 


out of it. They think they do, 
but they don’t. You can im­ 
agine yourself into a lot of 
things. So. if there is any 
saving grace, this is it. The 
good brand of marijuana, the 
resin type, the kind you chew, 
now in use in Mexico and by 
veterans in Vietnam is the 
had stuff, the kind you hal­ 
lucinate on. 
"We now have five proven 
cases last month published in 
our 
Journal 
of American 
Medicine where some of the 
veterans on the first attempt 
at smoking marijuana had an 
acute hallucinagenic schizno- 
phrcnic break. 
“This is 
new to us,

thought it took five to six 
episodes for it to build up. 
But now,’’ he continued, “we 
are finding that some people 
can ‘blow their heads right 
off to start with.”’
